The 
story  of  Abe’s  life  in  the  home  is  fill- 
ed with  many  interesting  and  amus- 
ing situations.  But  through  it  all  he 
and  Angie  retain  their  love  for  each 
other  and  of  course  some  forgotten 
gold  stock  raises  in  value  and  they 
find  themselves  happy  and  prosper- 
ous. 

Harlen  Adams,  as  Abe,  gave  a very 
fine  presentation  of  the  retired  sea-- 
man  who  is  forced  to  be  the  special 
care  of  thirty  fussy  females.  As  he 
mournfully  exclaimed  “It  . is  mighty 
poor  pickin’  for  sprecin’.”  His  efforts 
to  preserve  peace  among  his  admirers 
furnished  much  amusement  for  the 
audience.  Elaine  Christensen,  as  Angie 
proved  to  be  a very  realistic  old  lady 
whose  chief  concern  was  Abe.  Just 
to  touch  him  made  her  “feel  so  good”. 
Alice  Brunner  and  Ivy  Nielson,  as  the 
maiden  ladies  of  the  home,  who  were 
single  by  choice,  did  very  well  in  their 
respective  roles.  Louise  Cruickshank 
as  a doctor’s  wife  who  had  seen  bet- 
ter days,  did  some  great  character 
work.  Mable  Straw,  the  chief  cook, 
gave  a peaceful  influence  to  the 
chaotic  conditions  that  often  existed. 
Libbie  Cook  played  the  role  of  Blossy 
who  thought  men  were  so  nice,  and 
Merrill  Bunnell  in  the  role  of  Samuel

PRES.  HARRIS  HOME 
AGAIN  FROM  TRIP 
GLAD  TO  GET  BACK 


President  Harris,  telling  about  his 
recent  trip  east  said  that  the  best 
thing  about  the  trip  was  getting  back. 

The  purpose  of  the  trip  was  to  at- 
tend the  Seventh  National  Conference 
of  the  American  Country  Life  As- 
sociation, held  at  Columbus,  Ohio. 
This  association  maintains  the  Nation- 
al Council  of  Agencies  Engaged  in 
rural  social  work.  President  Harris 
has  been  a member  of  the  association 
since  it  was  organized  and  has  at- 
tended nearly  all  of  its  meetings.  The 
conference  this  year,  occupying  five 
days,  was  devoted  to  the  study  of  Re- 
ligion in  Country  Life. 

Although  he  visited  fourteen  col- 
leges and  universities,  besides  numer- 
ous libraries  and  museums,  President 
Harris  still  gives  allegiance  to  the  B. 
Y.  U.  He  was  accompanied  on  most 
of  the  trip  by  Dr.  Adam  S.  Bennion. 
On  the  trip  back  they  stopped  at 
Greeley,  Colorado  and  attended  the 
inauguration  of  Dr.  George  Willard 
Frazier  as  president  of  the  Colorado 
State  Teachers’  College. 


The  program  given  last  Wednesday 
in  assembly  by  members  of  the  Col- 
lege of  Education  faculty,  was  a fit- 
ting observance  of  Education  Week. 
Dean  Nuttall  who  was  in  charge  of 
the  meeting,  was  the  first  speaker.  He 
gave  a brief  discussion  on  the  de- 
velopment of  Education  Week.  Ac- 
cording to  Dean  Nuttall  the  American 
Legion  sent  a "committee  to  a meet- 
ing of  the  National  Education  As- 
sociation at  Tacoma,  Washington  four 
years  ago  in  the  hope  of  furthering 
the  cause  of  education.  The  National 
Education  Association  was  pleased 
with  this  unusual  proceedure  and  ap 
pointed  a committee  to  confer  with 
the  President  of  our  Nation.  Educa- 
tion Week  resulted  from  this  con- 
ference. 

Professor  A.  N.  Merrill  spoke  on 
the  relationship  of  the  school  to  the 
community.  “The  schools  should 
be  conducted  in  the  interests  of  the 
people,”  declared  Prof.  Merrill,  after 
which  he  discussed  to  a considerable 
length  the  large  investment  of  time, 
money  and  trained  thought  of  our 
time  for  education.  The  speaker  then 
asked  what  returns  the  people  got  on 
so  large  an  investment.  Knowledge 
is  not  the  only  educational  value,  but 
we  must  develop  habits,  skills,  abili- 
ties and  attitudes.  “These  are  the  ob- 
jectives for  education  and  must  be 
found  in  the  realms  of  human  experi- 
ence,” were  the  concluding  remarks  of 
Professor  Merrill. 

Dr.  Hugh  M.  Woodward  spoke  on 
the  monetary  value  of  an  education. 
He  told  of  numerous  investigations 
by  Teachers,  Associations,  Alumni  as- 
sociations, industrial  corporations, 
etc.  as  to  the  value  of  an  education 
from  a salary  point  of  view.  In  every 
instance  the  salary  of  the  educated 
man  was  ab.ove  that  of  the  uneducat- 
ed man  and  increased  in  proportion 
to  the  amount  of  education  the  edu- 
cated man  possessed.  Referring  to  the 
advancement  of  education  Dr.  Wood- 
ward told  how  educators  of  the  past 
have  been  forced  to  emphasize  the 
money  value  of  an  education  and  that 
the  changes  came  as  a result  of  the 
demand  of  business  and  industry.  How 
our  education  has  produced  great 
wealth  and  intelligence  in  the  nation 
but  it  has  failed  to  develop  morality 
and  it  is  all  the  time  becoming  more 
difficult  to  get  the  American  people 
to  respond  to  moral  issues. 


B.  Y.  U.  EXTENSION 
DIVISION,  LYCEUM 
BUREAU  AT  WORK 


The  B.  Y.  U.  Extension  Division, 
which  has  conducted  a lyceum  bureau 
during  the  past  three  years  is  again 
active  in  sending  out  numbers  to  the 
high  schools  and  communities  of  the 
surrounding  states.  It  has  increased 
the  number  which  it  can  offer  to  15, 
which  includes  all  the  best  talent  of 
the  faculty  and  numbers  which  the 
faculty  are  able  to  arrange. 

A unique  addition  to  the  courses, 
made  possible  by  the  addition  to  the 
faculty  of  Professor  William  F.  Han- 
son, is  the  Hanson  Wigwam  Com- 
pany.

“Y”  FROSH  WHO  COMPLETED  SEASON  WITH  A CLEAR  RECORD 


Y Frosh  Battle  Touted 
Ute  Greenlings  to  3-3 
Tie  In  Fast,  Hard  Game 


Mark  Pyne  is  Outstanding 
Star  of  Game.  Forces  Way 
Through  Line  for  Large 
Gains. 


In  a highly  colored  game  on  Uni- 
versity Hill  last  Saturday,  the  “Y” 
Kittens  outclassed  the  Ute  yearlings 
in  a contest  which  ended  in  a tie  3 to 
3.  Both  scores  were  gathered  in  the 
second  quarter.  The  Utes’  goal  was 
threatened  time  and  time  again  for 
a touchdown  by  the  “Y”  yearlings, 
but  each  time  the  Papooses  fought 
like  Indian  veterans  and  prevented  a 


“Y”  win.  Peterson,  aided  by  Thorne 
negotiated  the  place  kick  for  the  “Y”. 
Kincaid  scored  the  drop  kick  for  the 
“U”. 

During  the  first  half  of  play  the 
visitors  were  far  outclassed  by  the 
Cougar  Kittens.  Alternating  with 
Pyne  and  Thorne,  the  locals  continual- 
ly went  for  long  and  consistent  gains. 
The  field  running  of  the  “Y’s”  back- 
field  was  remarkable.  The  “U’s  back 
field  occasionally  got  away  for  leng- 
thy gains  but  were  not  nearly  so  con- 
sistent in  their  gains  as  were  the  kit- 
tens. The  “Y”  line  performed  excel- 
lently— functioning  as  a unit  it  open- 
ed holes  for  effective  line  plunging  by 
the  “Y”  backfield. 

In  the  second  period  the 


seemed  to  be  more  evenly  matched. 
Neither  team  made  their  downs  re- 
peatedly. The  game  thus  resolved  it- 
self into  a kicking  contest.'  In  the 
closing  moments  the  Utes  resorted  to 
aerial  tactics,  but  failed.  A few  passes 
netting  short  gains  were  successful, 
but  Thorne  for  the  “Y”  intercepted 
the  final  attempt. 

The  game  was  characterized  by 
fumbles  and  thrilling  recoveries.  The 
crisp  atmosphere  numbed  the  hands 
of  the  players  until  it  was  exceeding- 
ly difficult  to  keep  the  oval  secure. 
Both  teams  tackled  hard.  Lloyd  and 
Thorne  made  several  spectacular 
“flies”  at  their  opponents  and  attained 
their  objective.  Kincard,  Jones,  Law- 
rence and  Jensen  were  the  outstanding 
ground  gainers  for  the  “U.” 

The  game  was  called  for  2:30  and 
the  ball  was  put  into  play  about  that 
time.  The  Utes  kicked  off  and  the 
“Y”  received  on  their  20-yard  line. 
Pyne  was  given  the  oval  and  cut 
right  end  for  15  yards.  The  ball  was 
teams  slipped  to  him  again  aijd  he  shot  thru 


right  tackle  for  35  yards.  A third  time 
it  was  trusted  to  him  and  he  again 
tore  off  10  yards.  On  this  play  the 
“Y”  was  penalized  5 yards  for  off- 
side.. At  this  point  the  “U”  line  held 
and  the  ball  exchanged  hands.  Caffey 
kicked  out  of  danger  and  Lloyd  re- 
ceived. Peterson  kicked  for  the  “Y”. 
The  “Y”  line  could  not  be  penetrated 
so  the  “U”  kicked  back  to  the  “Y”. 
Peterson  received  and  returned  the 
punt  20  yards.  Frazer  was  injured  in 
this  play  and  was  replaced  by  Chris- 
tensen. Kittens  punt  to  Ute’s  30-yard 
line.  “U”  fumbles  and  “Y”  recovers. 
Pyne  goes  through  line  for  ten  yards. 
Lloyd  busts  through  for  another  five, 
Cougar  Cubs  penalized  15  yards  for 
holding.  Peterson  punts;  Utes  penaliz- 
ed 15  yards  for  tripping.  Caffey  boosts 
a remarkable  punt  for  about  60  yards.

Presiden  Thwing  of  Western  Re- 
serve University  is  heading  a com- 
mittee composed  of  prominent  edu- 
cators throughout  the  country,  to  en- 
list the  immediate  cooperation  of  the 
colleges  in  the  support  of  Near  East 
Relief,  the  organization  chartered  by 
congress  to  provide  relief  for  the 
refugee  and  orphaned  population  of 
the  Near  East. 

There  are  40,000  children  now  in 
Near  East  Relief  institutions  for 
whom  no  other  possible  provision 
exists  and  for  whose  support  funds 
must  come  without  delay.  There  are 
about  100,000  more  living  in  refugee 
camps  without  education  or  training 
or  proper  living  conditions,  for  whom 
some  help  must  be  secured.  The  or- 
ganization needs  money  for  this  work 
at  once. 

The  first  objective  of  Near  East 
Relief  at  ‘present  is  to  secure  the  ob- 
servance of  Golden  Rule  Sunday,  on 
December  7th,  the  day  set  for  mak- 
ing practical  application  of  the  Golden 
Rule  in  our  relations  to  the  orphan 
chidren  of  the  Near  East. 

On  this  day  the  people  of  America 
are  asked  to  eat  an  orphanage  dinner 
such  as  the  children  in  Near  East  Re- 
lief homes  eat  every  day.  The  menu 
includes  Turkish  pilaf  for  which  a 
recipe  has  been  prepared  by  the  chef 
of  the  Hotel  de  Bergues  in  Geneva, 
Switzerland,  and  can  be  served  for 
very  much  less  than  the  most  frugal 
of  Sunday  dinners.  As  the  people 
of  the  twenty  nations  participating 
in  this  observance  gather  about  a 
common  table  they  are  asked  to 
make  contributions  measured  by  the 
Golden  Rule,  for  the  support  of  these 
Near  East  orphans.  Those  participat- 
ing of  the  simple  meal  eaten  by  these 
children  should  have  a most  generous 
sympathy  for  these  little  ones  to  whom 
this  fare  spells  luxury. 

Enthusiastic  cooperation  is  ex- 
pected from  college  people  inasmuch 
as  it  is  young  college  people  for  the 
most  part  who  are  carrying  on  the 
work  of  Near  East  Relief  overseas. 
In  Armenia  and  Syria  and  Greece 
these  younger  alumni  are  undergoing 
real  privations  to  carry  on  the  work 
for  which  Golden  Rule  Sunday  asks 
support. 

Ihrce  years  of  schooling  and  train- 
ing for  self  support  are  part  of  the 
Near  East  Relief  program.  Every  boy 
and  girl  who  leaves  its  care  is  equip- 
ped to  look  after  himself  and  so  far  as 
is  possible  with  the  limited  funds, 
each  of  these  children  is  educated  to 
take  a place  of  leadership  in  the  new 
life  that  his  people  are  building  from 
the  wrecks  of  the  old. 

Among  those  serving  on  the  edu- 
cational committee  with  president 
Thwing  are  President  Hibben,  of 
Princeton;  President  King,  of  Ober- 
lin;  President  Woolle  of  Mount  Holy- 
oke; President  Coulter  of  Purdue 
President  Pendleton  of  Wesserly;

It  is 
said  that  the  steam  is  so  pure  that 
it  can  be  run  directly  into  turbine 
engines  without  the  usual  costly  pro- 
cess. In  Italy  thousands  of  horse- 
power have  been  developed  in  this 
way.

Only  Solution  Is  More  Subways  Or 

Construction  of  Roads  in  The  Air 

LONDON — Overhead  roads  and 
avenues  are  proposed  under  London’s 
new  traffic  act  as  a relief  of  the  con- 
gestion that  now  clogs  the  traffiic 
of  the  world’s  largest  city. 

The  plan  would  mean,  in  a general 
way,  that  London  will  be  net-worked 
with  huge  overhead  structures  carry- 
ing wide  thoroughfares  at  the  height 
of  a five  or  six  story  building — which 
would  mean  these  skyscraper  streets 
would  run  above  the  roofs  of  most  of 
London’s  houses. 

The  Traffic  Act,  providing  for  ele- 
vated railways  has  not  been  passed 
but  it  is  being  urged  by  many  experts, 
prominent  among  them  being  Lord 
Montague  of  Beaulieu,  one  of  Eng- 
land’s foremost  authorities  on  trans- 
port; 

Montague,  and  many  others,  be- 
lieve that  only  skyscraper  streets  can 
solve  London’s  perplexing  traffic 
problems.  It  costs  about  $750,000,000 
per  mile  to  build  subways  in  London 
now.  The  costs  is  prohibitive.  New 
subways  are  not  being  built. 

It  costs  from  $25,000,000  to  $50,- 
000,000  per  mile  to  widen  streets  now 
in  London,  depending  upon  the  value 
of  the  property.  So,  few  streets  are 
being,  or  can  be  widened. 

Meanwhile  the_  surface  roads  are 
simply  tied  in  traffic  knots  during 
rush  hours.  Even  if  more  subways 
for  passenger  trains  were  built,  or  if 
London  established  *elevated  railroads 
like  New  York  (there  are  none  there), 
the  problem  would  not  be  solved. 

Street  vehicular  traffic,  carts,  trucks, 
autos,  taxis,  cause  the  jams.  There 
are  simply  more  vehicles  than  street 
space  to  hold  them.  The  only  answer 
the  experts  say,  is  to  build  more  roads 
and  the  only  place  to  build  more  roads 
is  up  in  the  air.

1 At  the  approach  of  the  annual 
Turkey  Day  classic,  the  Utah  Agri- 
cultural College  has  edge  on  Utah  in 
scoring  and  percentage. 

Comparing  the  performances  of  the 
two  teams,  which  clash  on  Cummings 
field,  Thanksgiving  day,  the  Farmers 
have  the  edge  in  every  department  ex- 
cept one. 

Romney’s  eleven  leads  in  scoring 
power,  defense  ability  and  games  won 
and  lost,  also  experience.  The  Utes 
have  the  edge  in  weight. 

The  Aggies  have  played  six  games 
this  season,  five  of  which  have  been 
conference  games.  In  the  six  games 
they  have  piled  up  one  hundred  and 
twenty  one  points  compared  to  forty, 
five  of  their  opponents.  This  gives 
them  an  average  of  twenty  points  av- 
erage offensive  per  game,  and  seven 
points  scored  against  them  per  game. 

In  the  seven  games  the  Crimson  has 
played,  it  has  scored  one  hundred  and 
nine  points,  which  gives  jt  an  aver- 
age of  fifteen  points  per  game,  five 
less  than  the  Aggies.  The  Utah  op- 
ponents have  scored  eighty-eight 
ponents  have  scored  eighty-eight 
points,  which  is  an  average  of  twelve 
points  a game,  five  more  than  has 
been  scored  against  the  Aggies. 

The  Crimson  out  of  the  seven 
games  played,  three  of  which  were 
non  conference  games,  has  lost  four 
for  a percentage  of  .429.  The  Farmers 
have  a percentage  of  .667  due  to  their 
four  wins  and  two  defeats. 

On  the  line  the  Utes  have  a three 
pound  edge,  and  an  even  break  in  the 
back  field.  Utah’s  line,  176  pounds 
Aggie  line  173  pounds;  backfields  of 
both  teams  average  151  pounds. 

There  are  just  two  direct  ways  of 
comparing  the  two  teams.  Both  of 
the  elevens  have  played  the  “Y”  and 
Wyoming.  Both  were  winners.  The 
Aggies  trimmed  Wyoming  25  to  2, 
while  Utah  trimmed  the  Cougars  35 
to  7,  while  the  Aggies  barely  nosed 
out  a 13  to  9 victory.  In  this  com- 
parison of  scoring,  Utah  has  an  edge 
on  the  Aggies,  wiping  out  any  pos- 
sible advantage  of  the  Aggies’  non- 
conparable  games.
